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AN application from the Columbus [ron Works, 
of Baltimore, for the first payment on gunboat No. 
2, is now going through the official mill of the Navy 
Department. It will not be granted until an official 
inspection is made to determine whether sufficient 
work has heen done to warrant a payment. When 
the last inspection was made very little work had 
been done on the vessel. The contract expired 
Dec. 2. There is still some doubt as to whether the 
penalty will be exacted, yet the officers of the De- 
partment think there is no good reason why con- 
cessions should be made in this particular case, and, 
without the best of reasons, it ought not to be made. 








EVERY military reader remembers Charles Lever’s 
Major Monsoon, who feared that the abolition of 
pigtails would be fatal to the efficiency of the Army 
and declared that the sacrilegious hand of 1eform 
would be directed against pipeclay next. England 
has gotten rid of pigtails, and now the Horse Guards 
Gazette rises to inquire when are we to see the last 
of ‘‘that abominable, dirty, and unwholesome in- 
stitution known as pipeclay?’ The real reason that 
prevents the abolition of pipeclay is, it thinks, ‘* the 
love of appearance and smartness which pervades 
the military mind.” The truth is, it coneludes, 
** that our military dress of the present day aims at 
the impossible. It endeavors to reconcile the hope- 
lessly conflicting requirements of parade and ser- 
vice.” 








WE are glad to note the co-operation of the civil 
with the military authority, as exemplified in a 
recent case at Philadelphia. A stylishly-dressed 
young man was arrested for shoplifting, and, being 
taken to the police station, gave his name as Ed- 
ward Jones. Papers found on him, however, 
showed that he was John Little, a member of the 
Engineer Battalion at Willet’s Point. He said he was 
in the Army, and wanted to get out of it. If he was 
arrested, he would be dismissed from the corps, 
and he intended to commit some petty oence to 
secure his dismissal. Magistrate Sm‘th declined to 
hold Little jor court. ‘‘I won’t aid you in getting 
out of the service,” he said ; ‘‘ and I will send you 
to prison until I hear from your commanding 
officer.” 








THE Italians are determined to make thorough 
work of their expedition against the Nigus of 
Abyssinia. [he whole expeditionary force has been 
Janded and formed up at Massowah. A letter from 
Port’ Said informs us that between October 1 and 
November 25 last there were 27 large Italian 
Steamers that entered the Suez Canal, bound to 
Massowah. They had aboard altogether 12,000 
troops and 1,150 horses and mules, besides large 
cargoes of food, stores, and ordnance material. 
General San Marzano, according to the same au- 
thority, was occupied by incessant drill of the 
arrived troops, and hastening forward the construc- 
tion of redoubts and the railway line from Monkullo 
to Saati, and getting his transport service and artil- 
lery train in condition for an advance into the in- 
terior, presumably in the direction of Amsara. Two 
hundred camels have been purchased at the rate of 
$100 a head, and General San Marzano writes that 
he hopes all obstacles to his future movements, with 
the supply of animals of burden, will be shortly 
‘evercome. His last reports confirm the excellent 
sanitary condition of his command in general, not- 
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withstanding the intense heat and constant drought 
that prevailed in the regions. The great difficulty 
is in seeuring a sufficient supply of water. Italian 
officers have been sent to England for instruction in 
ballooning, and it is expected that their knowledge 
will be made available. 








Engineering publishes an article by James A. 
Longtidge on the elastic limit and gun construction, 
in which he says: ‘*! hold that ultimate elongation 
is of no importance, and that high elastie limit is, 
and that for reasons already given. In this I be- 
lieve all gunmakers in the world, except Elswick 
and Woolwich, agree with me. As regards anneal- 
ing, I have never denounced it as a process. What 
I did denounce was the Woolwich practice of setting 
up internal strains by oil hardening in an improper 
manner, and then seeking to remove these strains 
by ann@aling, whereby all the real advantages of 
oil hardening were done away with. If varietions 
of thickness of the tube be avoided, if the tube be 
not too thick, and if the oil hardening be applied 
internally, no dangerous internal strains will arise, 
and in this case no subsequent annealing will be 
necessary, and the advantage of oil hardening will 
be fully retained without danger. Of thoroughly 
annealins before oil hardening I entirely approve.” 








CapTain OTHo E. Micuaeuis, O. D., U.S. A., 
has a valuable article in the last number of the 
‘** Journal of the Military Service Institution,” on 
Field Artillery Carriage Construction, in which he 
gives the results of an experience acquired by 
nearly twenty-five years of observation. His criti- 
cisms of our present artillery carriages are most 
incisive. He presents a carriage for consideration 
that has more than double the turning angle of the 
present construction. The ammunition chest he 
dispenses with as an obsolete structure, now that 
we have discarded soft wooden sabots, which would 
swell if wetted, and adopted water-proof ammuni- 
tion. In place of it he provides sixteen boxes, 
holding in all forty-eight rounds, easily carried on 
the limber, and as accessible as the limber chest. 
Two capacious receptacles are provided by utilizing 
the space occupied for the footboards as a cannon- 
eer’s seat. In these boxes can be carried everything 
necessary for an active modern campaign, the bat- 
tery wagon and forge being relegated to the lumber 
room as relics of an age that is past. It is pro- 
posed that the repair and reserve provisions they 
are intended to supply should be consolidated into 
two guns that might replace disabled ones, twelve 
limber boxes holding all the stores and tools abso- 
lutely essential in a campaign. Captain Michaelis’s 
article is a most suggestive one, and should be care- 
fully consiwlered by our officers of ordnance and 
artillery. 


AT the convention of the Amerécan Society of 
Civil Engineers, held at St. Louis in 1880, the sub- 
ject of taking action against the present system of 
public improvements, as conducted by the Engineer 
Corps of the Army, was referred to. a committee, 
which took no action. A second committee was in 
1885 appointed at a convention of civil engineers, 
held at Cleveland, to collect information and devise 
ways and means of bringing the matter to the at- 
tion of Congress. Ina recent number of the Hn- 
gineering News a correspondent calls attention to 
these facts, and asks why action is not taken in the 
matter. He severely criticizes the methods of car- 
rying on Army engineering work, and asks that 
some plan of reorganization be adopted, by which 
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the important positions in public works may be 
filled by the best-qualified individuals, without re- 
gard to whether they come from military or civil 
hfe. The editor of the News defends the Army 
engineers aguinst its correspondent, saying : ‘‘ There 
are a great many able engineers, abundantly com- 
petent for their positions, in the Government ser- 
vice, and there are a great many more who are in 
every way agreeable men to serve with and under, 
asin fact, by general admission, the majority of 
them are. Again, fora large part of the follies in 
river and harbor work, the engineer officers are in 
no way to blame.” It is Congress that compels the 
Engineer Corps to spend money on Mingo Creeks, 
that can only be found by the aid of an exploring 
expedition, while restricting them within beggarly 
limits in their work upon important rivers and bar- 
bors. Thus, as our contemporary says, ‘‘ the engi- 
neer officers are hampered in two ways—by too 
much and too little appropriations, and their engi- 
neering skill cannot but suffer reproach therefrom, 
which in many cases is unjust.” Still, the News 
argues that ‘*the present system is radically wrong, 
and demands correction.” Its argument against it 
is that it exalts the Army engineer at the expense 
of the civilian worker in the same field. The News 
says : 

The true reform would be to copy the Prussian 
system, which we have often described; to organize 
a civil corps for civil works, and leave the military 
engineers to do all the work for the military works, 
whicb, if we kept our coast defences in the condi- 
tion they snould be, would be quite enough to keep 
them ali busy. If not, they should be detailed on 
equal terms to the civil service. Prussia is divided 
into districts, with a chief-engineer at the head of 
each, and residents under bim, each with assistants, 
and the whole under a Minister of Public Works (a 
new cabinet officer which should certainly be cre- 
ated in this country) instead of the Secretary of 
War. This force prepares all = and estimates, 
and it is an unwritten law that only in extreme 
cases shall they be gone beyond. The system works 
perfectly smoothly, and there is no thought of mix- 
ing up these matters with military control. [f this 
is the case in so military a country as Prussia, it is 
absurd that in peaceful America we should perpetu- 
ace so coutrary and so unjust a system. Nor would 
it be thought of except that it a survival from 
early days and from small beginnings, when there 
seemed no other convenient way. Our system 
should be reformed, and all engineers should do 
woes we of can to spread the knowledge that reform 
8 need 


We should be glad to report what the officers of 
our Corps of Engineers have to say on this subject. 
It hardly seems wise to ignore it altogether. Stl, 
the discontent and agitation among civilian engi- 
neers seems to be chronic, and we see no way of 
satisfying them so long as they ‘‘see Mordecai the 
Jew sitting at the king’s gate.” Jealousy is a pow- 
erful passion, and one not easy to argue against. 
The chief complaints of the civil engineers seem. to 
be that they do not receive pay enough, and that 
the credit ot their work is taken by those under 
whom they serve. These complaints are universal 
among salaried employees, and we see no remedy 
for them until the preaching of the Christian relig- 
ion shall be universally redaced to practice, and 
each man prefers others to himself; and by that 
time the universal acceptance of the scriptura ad- 
monition, ‘‘to be content with your wages,” will 
have silenced one of the complaints to which we 
refer.

RECENT NAVAL INVENTIONS. 


LIEUTENANT HovGAARD, of the Danish Navy, has 
made a notable addition to the literature of sub. 
marine and torpedo warfare in a book just pub- 
lished, in which he gives a description of a submar- 
ine boat which he has designed which shall be able 
to dive below the surface at any moment, contiuue 
her course under water for a considerable distance, 
and remain there for many hours, retaining the 
while her vapacity fer continuing ber work. For 
driving her machinery he empleys steam above 
water and electricity in stowage batteries under 
water. The transverse section throughont the vessel 
is oval, the greatest axts buing horizontal and the 
vertical axis just sufficient to give the n 
head room. The entrance is full, and the run lon 
and five. Such a form will give poor surface s * 
but is the best for propulsion wben totally sub 
merged, while on the surface or awash her steering 
power will be very good, and the shape gives the 
utmost strength. Two screws sunk in protec 
wells give vertical motion, while variou; ingenious 
arrangements of screw propellers, rudders and 
pumps, al] of them working au lly. preserve 
the direction, both vertical and horizontal, as well 
as the trim of the vessel. The cost of such a vessel 
the inventor puts at $250,000.

DECISION OF THE SECOND COMPTROLLER. 


THE Second Comptroller in the case of Thornton 
Smith says: “This officer having been dismissed 
from the Service could not be restored, except upon 
nomination I the President, confirmed by the 
Senate. As this was not done, he was not an officer 
of the Army during the period for which pay is 
claimed. e claim is, therefore, disallowed for 
the reasons stated by the Auditor. It is a further 
ground of disallowance tbat after the rights which 
the claimant now asserts were fixed he prosecuted 
a claim for pay betore the Court of Claims and re- 
covered pay up to Feb. 13, 1864. He has no richts 
now that he had not at the date of filing his petition 
in that suit. It is clear that if the claim now sought 
to be recovered had then been distinctly put in issue 
he would be estopped from prosecuting the same 
claim before the accounting officers. Although the 
Claimant in the former proceeding did not claim 
pay forthe period covered by his present claim, 
yet, the omission being his own fault, | am inclined 
to the opinion, in accordance with former decisions 
of this office, that the claimant, having elected his 
tribunal and had his day in court, ought not to be 
allowed to recover before the accounting officers

Gen, Jobn Gibbon in his annual report reports 
everything quiet in bis Department, and the troops 
as to discipline, drill and efficiency. in a satisfactory 
condition.

Upon the question of 
marking deserters he expresses disapproval and 
says: ** A preferable course would be to place some 
indelible mark, say a star, upon the arm of any per- 
son in the Militery Service and all entering it here- 
after. This would be a badge of honor of which all 
good soldiers would be proud, and woald bea sure 
preventive against bad oues eutering the Service 
aftera dishonorable discharge, which they now do 
in large numbers, simply fron: the fact that recruit- 
—— are unable to recognize them as former 
soldiers.’

RECENT DEATHS. 


LIEUTENANT JosEPH E. Jones, U.S. Navy, retired, 
died at Boston Highlands, Mass., Deo. 16, in the 
sixty-fifth year of his age.

She was an advanced thinker and did 
mucu tewards furthering the belief in woman's 
superior capability for the medical treatment of ber 
own sex. Asa writer her success was undenigble, 
and those who were familiar with ber writings 
found a depth of tenderness and poetic feeling 
which alwavs reached the beart. Her life was uo- 
usually bard, but she bore ber sufferings aud trials 
with Christian fortitude aud never wavered from 
her convictions. Notwithstanding years of invalid- 
ism, ber death was very unexpected, the immediate 
cause being beart disease. She leaves an only 
daughter, Gussie Bella Campbell, to mourn the loss 
of ber tender sympathy and loving interest.

THE STEVENSON INVESTIGATION. 


Berore the Stevenson Court of [nquiry, Rear Ad- 
miral Gherardi testified that Pay Insp. Stevenson 
told him that Engr.-in-Chief Melville had ordered the 
sale of the boilers. He knew that the boilers were 
not sold on Aug, 90, use Mr. Stevenson teported 
that they were sold subsequently. is report was 
made some time m Novembet, Stevenson had no 
authority from him to sell the boilers. In his judg- 
went the sale was advantageous, because the boilers 
were useless and old rubbish, and it would have cést 
the Government at least $900 to break thet up and 
vart them away. Geo. W. Gibser, & dealer in old 
machinery, testified that before the auction sale he 
went to the Yard to see What there was to bid for. 
four bovest and intact boilers were then shown him 
as among the coudemned articles. He fell in love 
with those boilers, and resolved to possess them. On 
Aug. 80 he bid them in for $400 at the auction sale. 
He was so pleased with his luck that he Could 
scarcely wait until the next day to go and have an 
other look at his boilers. What was his surprise on 
going the next day to get those boilers to find each 
of them sliced in two, thus exposing their brass 
tubes to view; when he wanted to cart them away 
he was told he could not have them, as they Were 
sold te somebody alse. Finally, other boilers were 
given to him which were pt he boilers and 
which he left to rust in the Yard use he did not 
consider them worth meving. He understood that 
the original four botlers of his heart were subse. 
quently sold to somebody else. He would have been 
willing to pay 81.000 for those boilers. 

Carpenter Peter Ward testified that on September 
6 he was told by Stevenson to go to the old cooper 
shop, where there was a lot of composition cast 
ings, and see if he could not pick out some stuff for 
® man named Gibbs, who was a contractor. Steven- 
son said he thought Gibbs was pretty badly used, 
and it would be a good thing to help ~ out.

Enterprise was 
docked in the stone dry dock at the New York Yard, 
and after a thorougb examination of the immersed 
portion of the hull and all of the outboard valves, 
ete., she was floated out on Monday, the 19th, and 
the same ciay the Nipsic was placed indock. The 
Richmond was to have been docked also, but a skil- 
ful diver has succeeded in performing the work re- 
quired at a moiety of the expense which would have 
been incurred in docking. Itis probable that the 

will sail for Europe very shortly, that 
being the destination to which current rumor has 
assigned her, and itis not unlikely that the Nipsic 
will go to sea shortly after leaving the dry dock. In 
this case, however, rumor has it that the South Pa- 
tific Station is her destination. Nothing definite, 
however, can be learned in this connection, and as 
the Mediterranean squadron is quitesmall just now, 
both these vessels may find themselves inside the 
Pillars of Hercules during the next few months. 


A CORRESPONDENT on board the U. S. F. C. steamer 
Albatross writes from St. Lucia, West Indies, Dec. 
1: “We arrived at this port Nov. 29. We got the 
fortheast ‘trades’ pretty fresh a few days after 
leaving Norfolk and carred them nearly to the 
islands. This made a nasty, choppy sea, resulting 
in someseasickuess. The captain feels quite elated 
at having made the porton the day fixed by him, 
aithough we started a day later; and about keeping 
‘within the coal allowance. The boilers steamed 
quite weil, and had no trouble with engines. Ar- 
rangements are being made to connect engine room 
with the suction side of the blowers, since artificial 
ventilation is indispensable in the hot regions. We 
coal up to-morrow. Sunday we expect to start for 
Bahia. The Albatross arrived at Bahia Dec. 19, 
twelve days from Santa Lucia, having stopped two 
half days to dredge, covering the 2,700 miles at an 
average of 1044 knots per hour, part of the passage 
being made against the S. E. trades. The dredg- 
ings were in deep water, i. e. 2.000 fathoms and up- 
wards. The ship left Norfolk a day behind her 
schedule time, but is now three days ahead of the 
schedule.” 


CoMMENTING on the annual report of the Chief of

The counsel to the board says that 
there is no statutory provision to prevent open- 
ing the St. Mary's to pupils of other States. It can 
be done simply by altering Sec. 133 of the by-laws 
on page 202 of the Manual. President Simmons 
says: “I am decidedly in favor of it. We have re- 
ceived many letters from parents of non-resident 
boys offering to pay forthe course, and as we can 
accomwodate dn the vessel about 33 1-3 per cent. 
more, let them come in by paying the per capita 
cost, and reduce the expenses to our taxpayers.”

CIRCULARS, AGENTS FOR CLAIMS, AND J 
NEW LAWS. 
Tothe Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Wirs the asseniblage of Congress, and the cards 
of Christmas, come also in regular course the circu- 
lars fo for claims; somiein the way of ordi- 
nary ness, otbers with projects novel and star- 
tling indeed. Among the rest comes a circular, put 
forth by a gentleman of the extreme West, urging 
upon retired officers to exert their influence—bless 
the mark !—for a bill granting pensions in addition 
to retired pay. 

It is not a large array of friends that the Army 
can now boast, and particularly when it comes to 
the matter of its pay accounts; and, as touching 
the class of retired officers, how often is it demanded 
of them, why, being disabled from duty, they pre- 
sume to have any pay at allf And this, not only in 
the benighted districts of the rural population, but 
within the more cultured circles of fle cities of the 
East. When, therefore, under circumstances like 
these, a friend is found to project himself to the 
front, he may be hailed as truly such. And none 
the less in that his home is at the setting sun—to wit, 
the mighty West. What this gentleman would 
have, moreover, is not less but more. What he 
would demand, indeed, is that retired officers array 
themselves as a phalanx of old, and, marching for- 
ward undef piidance of anu agent for clauims—an 
agent froni the West itself—arouse the echoes with 
their clamor for ati increase of stipend. For under 
what guise soever it be put, tlie outcome is the same 
—wore dollars! 

Blank “ power of attorney” is forwarded with the 
circular named of the foregoing, and the modicum 
of acouple of dollars solicited to start thitigs. All 
well enough, since without power of attorney, aud a 
little cash, v few things of this sort can be 
started. Our objection, if any, is, that more circu- 
lars might be printed with the money. 

We say nothivg of General Orders of a few years 
since, inbibiting—save in excepted cases—retired or 
other officers from the exercise of influence, direct 
or indirect, ifi thé matter of legislation pertaining 
to the Army. M7. Cox, we believe it was, after- 
wards assumed in the House, that these orders 
lacked in the smpertnn’ elenietit of constitutionahty. 

Such, then, aside, and granting to every man his 
fair right to follow out a conceit, even though re- 
pugnant to ideas of our own, we yet inquire ~ ar 
what just or equitable basis the law proposed is 
asked for? The Government.served by retired ofl- 
cers has ary them in no mean or niggardly man- | 
ner; and, if it has not set them up in fine establish- 
ments, with more money than they know what to do 
witb, it has at least copsid generously their wants 
and necessities. Why not, then, let well enough alone? 
Least of all should retired officers lend themselves 
to schemes which—even though well-sustained— 
may serve to lay them open to the charge of agreed, 
ever satisfied with gains, so the same be but covered 
with the form of law. Besides, and hearken ye, 
both little and great, there is the fable of the dog, 
who, swimming a stream, and snapping imprudentiv 
at the shadow of rations borve in bis mouth, did but 
lose the substance of that which he really bad. 

If you please, therefore, Mr. Editor, might it not 
be time to call a halt; to solicit of these gentlemen 
interested in the line of claims to desist for a space ; 
and having them, as we needs must do, to dispense 
at will the ubiquitous circular; to appeal to their 
Christian judgment in ceasing from the too-ready 
advocacy of measures, neither asked for, nor, unless 
we mistake, desired by the bulk of those they are 
held to affect? And in particular, will some one 
kindly dissuade, if so he may, this enthusiast afore-

Tue Naval Bureau of Steam Engineering, believ- 
ing that the new aluminum bronze could be utilized 
to advantage in the construction of propellers and 
other parts of machinery requiring great strength 
for Government vessels, has lately conducted, 
through Chief Engineer Wm. H. Harris, U.8. N., 
some important experiments with this metal. The 
tests were made last week with the Government 
testing machine at Watertown Arsenal. A number 
of specimens of the aluminum and also of the metal 
now in use by the Bureau were tested with the fol- 
lowing comparative results: Navy Standard Com- 
position.—88 parts copper; 10 parts tin; 2 parts 
zinc. Greatest tensile strength, 24,590 Ibs. per sq. 
in. with an elastic limit of 11,000, with 8.2 per cent. 
elongation. Least tensile strength, 14,000, with 
10,000 Ibs. elestic limit and 2.5 per cent. elongation. 
Aluminum Bronze.—Dry sand castings stood 53,000 
lbs. tensile strengtb, with 19.000 lbs. elastic limit and 
6.2 per cent. elongation. Chill castimgs stood 67,100 
Ibs. with an elastic limit of 24,000 lbs. and 13.66 per 
cent. elongation. Anotber specimen stood 60,700 Ibs. 
with 18,000 Ibs. elastic limit and 23.2 per cent. elonga- 
tion. One specimen of aluminum brass showed 
82,200 Ibs. tensile strength, with 60,000 lbs. elastic 
limit and 2.33 per cent. elongation. All specimens 
were 1% inch diameter and the final elongation was 
measured in a length of 15inches. This is a great 
triumph for electric smelting and for the Cowles 
Electric Swelting and Aluminum Company of 
Lockport, N. Y., who are manufacturers of the 
aluminum alloys tested.

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Ir 1s announced that Daniel ehetieiiils, who 
claims to have invented the telephone, has invented 
an electrical contrivance, called the “electrical 
paradox,”’ by means of which the presence of large 
bodies of troops on land or shipson water can be de-- 
tected within a distance of ten miles. A General of 
the Army with this new contrivance in his tent can, 
it is claimed, tell by its peculiar motion if the enemy 
is near, and the commander of a war vessel cnn also 
tell the approach of any vessel, hostile or otherwise, 
the resistance of the water to the approaching ves- 
sel causing sufficient friction to establish a current 
that will cause the indicator to sound the alarm by 
moving a needle ov a dial, sounding a bell ora gong. 
The instant the air or earth vibrations caused by the 
tramp of feet or the sound of voices affect the mi- 
cropbone, that instant the effect is shown on the 
face of the Jial by the turning of the needle from 
the zero point. The instant the sound ceases at the 
microphone the needle flies back to the zero point 
again. Mr. Drawbaugh says: “By attaching an ear 
trumpet to the machine, such as is used on tele- 
phones, [ expect,to be able to distinguish as to the 
character of the suunds. The needle can also be 
made to leave a mark on the face of the dial each 
timeit moves. There will be no difficulty, more- 
over, in applying the apparatus to railroading so 
that it will indicate the exact position of a train on 
a block system. 1 have used the instrument a great 
number of times about here, and at the distance of 
&@ Mile it is affected as well by the approach of a 
railroad train as by the walking or shouting of

THE U. 8S. NAVAL WAR COLLEGE. 

THE third apnual session of the War College 
closed Dec. 22. The course, which has received 
a considerable, though perfectly regular, develop- 
ment over that of last year, has more than met the 
expectations of the officers of the college; and it 
may safely be said that there is scarcely an excep- 
taon to the conviction among those officers, who by 
attendance have had an opportunity to know, of 
the benefit to the Navy already visible. There nev- 
ertheless still exists, among some who have either not 
wished or not had opportunity to test the value of the 
work, an opposition, which is at least partly due to 
misapprehension of the objects of the college and 
consequent prejudice as to its site. 

The idea underlying the establishment of the War 
Oollege was that amid all the immense strides in 
the matter of naval material of every kind, ships, 
guns, explosives, armor, etc., a parallel develop- 
ment of ideas as to how the new weapons might 
best be used had not gone on, at least in any sys- 
tematic manner. It will not be denied that many 
clever ideas have been put forth, and able articles 
written by different men; but it can safely be said 
that there has been no such systematic study and 
investigation conducted as to create an Art of 
Naval War under medern conditions. In addition 
to this defect of treatment, it 1s claimed that the 
Government cannot safely trust so important a 
study, and the improvement of the fighting knowl- 
edge of the corps of line officers, to their own in- 
dividual and voluntary efforts. The mastery of 
the Art of War is so important that means must be 
taken to compel methodical investigation by selected 
officers, and a course of study on the part of all 
who are to command ships or fleets. 

The somewhat forced name of the ‘* War ” Col- 
lege was given in order to indicate that the study 
of the conduct of war, ia the management in battle 
of single ships and of fleets, as well as in projecting 
naval campaigns, was the specific object. The col- 
lege presupposes the quahfications of the seaman 
and the drill officer, and the various technical ac- 
quirements which make the young line officer of the 
United States Navy inferior to none jn the world, 
and undertakes on this basis to impart, more and 
more thoroughly as time matures its work, the 
fighting part of the profession. 

The line of effort thus laid down is purposely 
narrowed, but it is hoped to make it deep and thor- 
ough. The work ondertaken is not begun, much 
less carried on, elsewhere; neither in the United States 
norin any foreign nation; it isin no sens? post 
graduate to any other institution. The country that 
shall accomplish this work most completely, whose 
officers shall come to the battlefield with the most 
thorough study of the various conditions that may 
arise, of the various phases that battles may assume, 
reinforced by the practical work which the college 
has always sought to unite to its course, will have 
an immense advantage as compared with others; 
they will be at home in the rapidly shifting scenes 
of a naval action. They will possess that quick per- 
ception of a situation which the French call coup 
@eil. Such advantages may be expected even to 
compensate for some inferiority in numbers or 
equipment; while, with equality of force, it will be 
decisive. 

As for the site of the college the two essentials 
are, first: that it should be neur the sea, in a posi- 
tion where a squadron of evolutions, one of the 
prime necessities of every navy, can lie with safety 
and get to the sea readily. Second : that the cli- 
mate should be such as to favor, throughout the 
year, the continuous mental and physical effort for 
which the college will call when in full working or- 
der. These essentials are found in its present site at 
Newport. It will not be affirmed that they do not 
exist elsewhere; but there are other reasons which 
indicate Newport as the best position un- 
der present conditions The building now 
oceupied is suitable and belongs to the 
Government. It needs but slight repairs, most of 
which will have to be put on forits mere pre- 
servation, independent of its use as a college. 
Even without them it is already fit for the latter 
purpose. There is therefore economy in keeping 
this site. The training station being already estab- 


lished here, with ite reservoir and electric plant, tha 





supply of light and water which would have to be 
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provided elsewhere already exists. The same work- 
ing force will maintain both institutions in these 
two essentials. This is also an economy. 

Independently of economical considerations, there 
are weighty reasons for bringing the college and 
training station in close contact. In that practical 
work which must accompany the mertal pursuits of 
the college, the training station, adequately devel- 
oped, can furnish a force that will not only be use- 
ful, but will receive benefit from such occupation. 
The fighting training of officers and men will go on 
together, to their mutual advantage. So far are the 
War Oollege and the training system from interfer- 
ing with each other that they are mutually neces 
sary; and both complementary to a Squadron of 
Evolutions. 

A somewhat similar line of argument applies to 
the Torpedo Station, considered as a school of ap- 
plication; though that function is subordinate to 
its main objects, as an arsenal for the development 
and manufacture of torpedo material. It is a posi- 
tive advantage that the three institutions should be 
in the same waters. Practically, this advantage 1s 
now realized by the same set of officers taking each 
year the Torpedo course and that of the War Col- 
lege, without having to be transported to another 
point at much expense to the Government. 

No alternative site has been seriously proposed for 
the War College, except Annapolis. This fails to 
fulfil the two chief requisites of position. It has, 
besides these deficiencies, the positive disadvan- 
tage of being already the site of the Naval Aca- 
demy. The students, discipline, and purpose of 
the two institutions are so wholly different that, in 
the close contact of a small city like Annapolis, 
their mutual effect, as naval organizations, will be 
felt to the disadvantage of each. The argument in 
favor of Annapolis is based largely on the wrong 
impression that the college is a post-graduate de- 
partment of the Academy; whereas it does not at- 
tempt to carry on what is there begun. The only 
solid argument in favor of Aunapolis, is found in 
its fine professional library. To this it is enough 
to reply that the limited special purpose of the col- 
lege, mukes the greater part of the academy library 
needless to it. The same limitations will make the 
demands of the college library trivial in cost, and 
absolately unimportant alongside of the considera- 
tions presented in favor of the Newport site. 
Books bearing on the Art of Naval War are few; 
systematic treatises there are none; the’art, if 1t ex- 
ists at all, is still in its infaney. Toe college, 
therefore, will be a place for thought rather than 
reading; for the creation of new, rather than the 
accumulation of old, material. Of the latter it 
already has on its shelves a careful selection, in 
quantity quite up to its present powers of digestion.

The French Government has made 
extraordinary attempts to keep secret the details of 
this arm. While preparing this paper I wrote to 
Major Lottiz, of the French Legation at Washing- 
ton, and asked him to give me any information that 
it was not the policy of his government to conceal, 
He very kindly responded and the following is an 
extract from his letter: ‘The calibre is 8 milli- 
meters, ¢. e., 8 millimeters less than the calibre of 
the old rifle. The length of the bullet is increased 
in order that the weight may be the same. 

The bullet possesses a greatcr power of penetration 
because it is made of low steel.’ [The italics are 
mine.]

Fort Riley, we suggest that there be concentrated 
there ten battalions of four troops each, taking one 
troop from each of the ten cavalry regiments 
and making the detail fortwo years. This would 
provide a command sufficient for field manceuvres 
on a large scale—would enable cavalry officers to 
spend two years in six at a large post, where they 
would have the opportunity of learning and putting 
in practice everything new pertaining to their pro- 
fession—and would also enable all the officers of a 
regiment to take advantage of the course of in- 
struction. In addition tothis all young cavalry 
officers should serve at the school two years before 
joining their troops, being detailed, if necexsary, as 
extra officers of the battalion from their respective 
regiments. 

Next it is proposed that graduation from the 
school should be required asa preliminary to promc- 
tion to a captaincy or a majority, so that officers 
may have sufficient stimulus to exertion and incom- 
petent officers may be weeded out of the Service by 
being dropped if they fail to graduate after two 
details at the school. The theoretical and practical 
instruction should include Veterinary Science and 
Equitation, Art and Science of War, Field Fortifica- 
tions, Reconnoitering and Out-post duties and 
Minor Tactics. This includes only what a cavalry 
officer is supposed to be perfectly familiar with and 
omits the common school branches which he should 
have mastered before entering the Service and which 
do not enter into his special education as a cavalry 
officer. The theoretical knowledge gained in the 
section room should be supplemented by practice 

for six weeks or two months durimz each year in 

field mane 1vres, cavalry raids, etc. Schools of in- 

struction should also be provided for the nou com- 

missioned officers serving at the post and courses 

for farriers and blacksmiths.

all-cavalry recruits and remounts for one year’s ser- 
vice with the battalions of their respective regi- 
ments. By the time they had completed this course 
they would be well drilled and well set up. The 
temptation to desert, which chiefly affects men in 
the first year of their enlistment, would be less 
likely to show itself at the school, especially if the 
fatigue work were turned over, as 1t should be, to 
convits from the cavalry. 

it is hardly necessary to add that the head of the 
school should be a general officer or colonel whose 
‘adaptation to this duty would be generally recog- 
nized and that the instructors should be especially 
selected for their professional attainments. It may 
be well to give them a local rank sufficient to place 
them one grade above those they instruct and to 
permit the selection for instructors of the brightest 
officers in thy Army without regard to rank.

GENERAL Fry criticises the address delivered by 
Gen. John Gibbon at tbe unveiling of the Meade 
statue on the ground that some of his remarks tend 
to exalt the volunteers at the expense of the Regu- 
lars. General Gibbou condemns those Regular offi- 
cers who tried to enforce Regular Army discipline 
in the volunteer forces, and commends Meade and 
a few others, in whose minds, he says, ** such an idea 
never found place.” ‘* Manifestly,” says Gen. Fry, 
“some officers of the Regular Army, in disciphning 
volunteers as in everything else, succeeded better 
than others; but the differences in this respect were 
due mainly to the laws of Nature, andare noreproach 
to the Regular Army oritssystem.” While fully re- 
cognizing the intelligence, patriotism, courage, for- 
titude, and adaptability of the American Volunteer, 
which cannot be overestimated, it is-urged that his 
innate strength, and his noble deeds and valuable 
services in war should not be admitted as evidence 
that military education in peace is unnevessary. 
Accompanying his remarks, which appear in the 
Jourpval of the Military Service Lostitution, General 
Fry publishes a letter addressed by Gen. Meade to 
Gen. Halleck, which is submitted not only as evi- 
dence of good feeling between Meade and Halieck, 
but as showing that when Meade left Frederick it was 
with the firm “determination to attack and fight Lee 
without regard to time or place, az soon as he could 
come in contact with him,” but tbat, having de- 





Meade was not willing, under the circumstances, to 
stake the “ known and important fruits of victory,” 
at Gettysburg, by bringing on another battle with 
his defeated but dangerous foe. 








AUTUMN MANCEUVRES. 


THE recent experiments at Newport derive their 
chief value and interest from-the fact that they are 
the first practical step in the direction whither all 
the military experience of the old world is tending. 
Autumn manceuvres are as much a deduction from 
tbe great conflict between France and Germany, as 
was the breech-loader from Sadowa. Thereare wars 
which settle little and teach little, whose most 
valuahle lessons are comprehended in a modification 
of tactics or au illustration of strategy. There are 
wars again wherein ideas, passions and principles 
are predominant factors, the result being a complex 
problem with corollaries involving radical changes 
in the art of war. Such were the wars growing out 
of the French Revolution, that great impulse of the 
buman mind toward light and knowledge. France, 
torn by the throes of her bloody travail and con- 
fronted by a powerful coalition, was driven to avail 
herself of the enormous forces of individuality and 
enthusiasm. The assertion of popular rights gave 
every soldier a persona! interest in the common 
welfare and prompted exertions and sacrifices to 
which even the iron discipline inherited from Fred- 
erick.upaccompanied by the fierce patriotism of this 
day could not incite men. Out of selt-assertion 
naturally grows self-reliance and the cultivation of 
individuality. From the gamins who crowded 
around the guillotine were evolved the voltigeurs 
whose quick wits, reckless daring and varied re- 
sources, enabled the skirmish line to mask the 
movements of imperfectly trained massea whereby 
opposed discipline and drill momentarily confused 
and to some extent neutralized fell back before 
them. 

Under the Empire defensive wars became wars of 
aggression and conquest. Glory took the place of 
patriotism as a stinulus, but this stimulus loses 
much of its potency in the face of disaster and can 
only be effectively administered by a man of genius, 
So much hed been done by individual intelligence 
and enterprise that{the value of organization, in- 
struction and system was underrated. These ten- 
dencies were developed and exaggerated by the 
Algerian conquest. A petty war of surprises, de- 
tuchments and raids furnished a field whereon the 
latest victim of baccarat and Cora Pear! could stake 
his life as recklessly as he bad his health and money, 
and if be won return rehabilitated in the eyes of his 
xlory-loving countrymen. The second Empire 
added to these causes of decadence a feature which 
did more than all combined to undermine the whole 
military structure—the substitution of zeal in behalf 
of imperial intéresats and policy for professional 
skill and knowledge. 

The result of all this was that while officers of 
rank were‘pushirg their fortunes at court the reins 
of discipline were loosely held. Line officers idled 
or vegetated. Soldiers became turbulent and dis- 
respectful, seeing little to respect in those over 
them. The political straits of the Government made 
a fureign war the only alternative to a ministerial 
change, and the gauntlet was thrown down to a 
power whose military institutions had been shaped 
upon almost diametrically opposite principles. One 
of the harshest features of the hard terms which the 
conqueror imposed upon Prussia after the crushing 
disasters of 1806 was the one which limited her 
standing army to 60,000 men. Unable to openly 
violate this agreement, she devised the ingenious 
plan of doing all that unremitting labor, instruc- 
tion and enterprise could do towards making an 
efficient army in the shortest practicable time. At 
the end of this time she practically disbanded the 
entire force and organized another of 60,000 men, to 
be in turn disbandéd and replaced when qualified 
as soldiers. By this means when she took up arms 
jn 1813 she had 180,000 excellent soldiers, and avenged 
in the bloody aud vindictive pursuit of Waterloo 
the humiliations heaped upon the German race. 
There was stern justice in the fact that through 
the harsh measures of the French Government 
Prussia learned the lesson which her logical and 
painstaking genius soon developed into a system 
and pursued with an application and thoroughness 
which has never been equalled in history. Nolabor 
was too great; no detail too small. She made it hef 
business to know more exactly what was being done 
in the armies around her than their own udminis- 
trators did. She gauged their institutions. She 
mapped their territories. Hor officers were severely 
schooled in their own duties and then imparted all 
the information to their men that they could utilize. 
A series of reguiar decails gave officers a chance of 
acquainting themselves with all the branches of 
their profession. She «reated the general staff and 
made it the most superb instrument in the hands of 
an able commander that the world had seen. Per- 





{vated Lee and thwarted his “scheme of invasion,’ 
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labor involved in all this may be gained from the 
speech of a Prussian corps commandet when dis- 
missing his command at the end of a tremendous 
war to their cantonments: “ Now, my children, that 
the relaxation of war is over we will return to the 
serious business of life.” When the two systems 
came into collision it was evident from the outset 
thatthe pendulum which had swung in the direction 
of individuality in 1800 bad returned to organi%a- 
tion and instruction. Elan collapsed in the pres- 
ence of mind, as the Turco’, whose savage bravery 
had filled the French populace with joyous antici 

pations of German terror, were eaten up by the men 
with spectacles. 

The German idea having been vindicated by the 

collapse of the opposing system, Prussian autbori- 
ties vigorously undertook the task of carrying on 
the great work. They fully appreciated the fact 
that self-complacency followed by stagnation had 
buried the inberitapce bequeathed by Frederick and 
Napoleon. The teachings of the recitation room 
aud of the drill ground had by them been prac- 
ticed, confirmed and modified «n the battlefield. 
The problem for the future was to find something to 
represent the crucial test of experience by which 
systems and theories could be tried. The solution 
was found in manceuvres of sufficient extent and 
duration to teat not only strategic skill and tactical 
proficiency, but the ability to mobilize, organize, 
arm, equip, transport and supply large masses of 
men in theshortest possible time. Of course all this 
was not attained or even attempted atonce. Each 
year has seen the autumn manceuvres crow in scope 
and importance, and one Power after another adopt 
the 1dea—France, with eager haste, ready to copy, 
borrow or assimilate trom her hated neighbor apy 
thing which would basten the revanche. Even Eng- 
land, in her stolid fashion, has waked up to the fact 
that she is about balf a century behind in matters 
of organization and detail, aud is’ doiug whut she 
can to close the big gap. 
The idea has been taken up warmly in this coun- 
try by such able men as Molineux, Livermore and 
Luce. The great difficulty is the want of enough 
men to give even the barest outline of an intelligent 
scheme of attack and defence. It can only be done 
by the vo-operation of the naval forces and 
of the National Guard if we wish to be in 
line with iutelligent soldiers elsewhere. It is not 
enough to put the Navy hard at work doing 
what is really only a part. and perbaps a secondary 
part, of their profession. The principal cities of the 
Atlantic Coast, have large, well-drilled and efficient 
forcesin their State organizations. Where would 
you find better material for manceuvres than suc!) 
regiments asthe 7th, 22d, 23d, 14th Brooklyn, and 
69th New York, the Ist Massachusetts, 5th Maryland, 
and the large and well equipped Pernsylvania brig- 
ade? Then gather? what regular troops can be spared 
from Hamilton, Warrea, David's Island, Governor's 
Island, Schuyler, McHenry, Washington Barracks, 
etc. Let them assemble one year in New York, an- 
other in Philadelphia, another in Baltimore, utilizing 
the AtlanticSquadron when available, and by a few 
days of intelligent, systematic. thorough work we 
can do more to put ourselves upon the intellectual 
plane occupied by continental nations than by years 
of routine work done at posts whose delences are 
grotesque anachronisms, with obsolete guns upon 
decaying carriages. 












THE St. Louis Globe-Democrat says: *‘ Among the 
recommendations which the Secretary of War makes 
to Congress 1s one of peculiar interest—that in regard 
to the morning and eveniug gun at-Army pcsts 
throughout the Union. In July, 1867, Gen. Grant, 
by a General Order, provided for firing a sunset and 
sunrise gun wherever troops of the United States 
were stationed. The exigencies of the war bad de- 
manded the manufacture of vast quantities of pow- 
der, for which miilions of dollars had been paid. 
The stupendous amount of this puwder can be im- 
agined from the fact that the morning and evening 
gun, fired at every military post throughout the 
United States for twenty years, has only this year 
exhausted the supply left over from the war. Last 
March the sunrise and sunset signals had to be aban- 
doned at all military posts except West Point and 
the schools of instruction at Fortress Monroe and 
Fort Leavenworth. To fire this gun morning and 
evening will consume during the coming year 1,700 
barrels of powder, at a cost of $30,600."

Navat ConstRtGfok Huvver, who represents 
his corps in the ship-yards of Cradifi dnd Sons, was 
in Wasbington several days this week in coiisi)ta- 
tion with the Navy Department officials. He was 
somewhat non-committal as to whether the cruisers 
at Cramp’s would be completed within the contract 
time, but it is inferred from bis conversation on 
the subject that, in his opinion an extension of 
tittle will Bé tecetsary: The Cramps now have a 
force of 1,600 men at work in théix yard and the 
work is being pushed forward very rapidly. Mr.

Tue members of the Floating Battery Board made 
& report before the Secretary was taken ill, with 
Which they stibmitted plans of a ram that they 
deemed suitable for hatbot and coast defence, and 
they are now waiting for the action of the Secre- 
tary. The Steel Board, consisting of Engineer-in- 
Chief Melville, Chief Naval Constructor Wilson, 
find Captdin Phythian, bas completed its labors and 
its report is iow in the bands of the Secretary. The 
Board recommends some modification of the steel 
requirements, but none that wiil in any way lower 
the standard heretofore required. Their recom- 
mendations to some extent comply with the requests 
of the steel men. 








Tite result of the examination of ex-pay clerks 
for the vacancy in the Bureau of Provisions and 
Clothing has been made known to the Paymaster- 
General.

THE “HISTORICAL SKETCH OF THE 
ARTILLERY SCHOOL.” 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


THe artillery world was startled by the ap . 
ance, past thonth, of a pamphiet, entitled, 
** Historical Sketch of the United States Artillery 
School,” etc. An officer, speaking of it, said it 1e 
minded him of the fellow whe obtained a contract 
to widen Mosquito Creek, connecting Winyah Bay 
with the Sdntee River. He started at one end of the 
creek, then dug a ditch to water his rice plavtations, 
and finally returned to thé cree at the other end. 
So the * Historical Sketch " is history at the begin- 
ning and at the end, but in the meantime the writer 
“makes himself solid.” 

Under the paragraph headed “ Personnel” 12 no- 
ticed that “on the (successftl) completion of the 
coursé, éaCh officer is furnished with a certificate 
setting forth bis stahding and efficiency as an artil- 
lery officer.” Further on is found that 12 have 
been uusuccessful, and have received no certificates. 
Some of these officers are in the Service to-day, with 
the brand of inefficiency upon them. One would 
conclude that under this disgrace their mental suf- 
fering must be dreadful, and their military stand- 
ing looked upon with eyes of pity. Strange to suy, 
these certificates are not considered a declaration of 
an officer's fitpess. On the contrary. many of those 
very men who did not receive certificates have re- 
cords for gallantry and efficiency as artillery officers 
during the Rebellion, and have received certificates 
from a higher and more discerning power than the 
ste ff of the Artiliery School. 

Its system is not a model of official impartiality. 
Artillery officers do not offer their certificates as a 
proof of their efficiency. They would be the lust to 
claim such a miracle, as would be the production of 
efficiency from the study of the construction of 
block houses; the manceuvring of 15-inch smcoth- 
bores; the tag ends of information scattered through 
the Chief of Ordnance reports; an unscientific essay 
on the metallurgy of iron; the sketches of the wars 
of the XVU[lth century; the faint echoes of the fire 
of modern guns in Europe; and the discussion of 
the legality of the Alabama claims. 

On page 6 is noticed that time-worn “‘spread-eagle- 
ism,”’ claiming for the United States the incipiency 
of all nodero invention and improvement io arma- 
ment and armor. Thisclaim bas been so completely 
crushed, sat upon aud flattened out, by Americans 
themselves, that the wonder grows how an ipstitu- 
tion whose system “is probably the best that could 
be devised,’’ could have the nerve to advance it. An 
enumeration is made of the wonderful things we 
have done by doing nothing; among them uppeers 
the * fabrication of powders of progressive-burning 
qualities.” This must be certainly an American in- 
vention; at least the name is, and that is something 
contributed to the advance of military scieuce. 

The * Importance of the School” is shown by the 
increasing value of military material and methods 
of which the school is utterly devoid. Where is the 
knowledge of “artillery carriages of all kinds?” 
“Complicated machinery, neeessary to the handling 
of the pieces?’’ Where, oh! where is the ‘enor- 
mous increase of ranges pevessitating fine telescopic 
sights?"" Indeed, with the exception of one tele- 
scopic sight, somewhat out of order, where are 
they? Do the officers of this school which “ com- 
pares favorable with those of long and cherished 
standing in European countries” bave any other 
complicated machinery to handle than the elevating 
bar, handspike and the everlasting crane? or any 
more wonderful sights, with one exception, than the 
brass breech sights worn and inaccurate? or more 
“accurate attachments for measuring the eleva- 
tions”’ than the time honored quadrant, and the 
chalky “ line of metal?” 
We, too, as well as the writer of the “* Historical 
Sketch,” have read that the “recent wars in Europe 
have modified the design and profiles of siege 
works,"’ and have concluded, as he has, that * all 
these changes necessitate tactical moditications,”’ 
but for fear the certified officers may be asked con- 
cerring these modifications, we think it a duty to 
say that the “ Historical Sketch” goes beyond the 
course. The officers are not bothered by calculations 
on the “strong casemate defences,” or the changes 
that “necessitate tactical modifications.”” Indeed, 
their casemate defences consist in an effort to pre- 
vent being turned out of quarters, or if not turned 
out themselves, to turn out the water that leaks in 
with every rain. 

Under the head of “ Programme" we find that 
“specific duties in studies and practical military 
exercises are assigned to ev day of the year. suffi- 
cient to occupy the entire time of the officer-stu- 
dents.’ In justice to the “ Historical Sketch,” { am 
bound to understand that in this statement the 
writer does not mean what he says. If the entire 
time of officers is taken up with there studies 
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@alis; inspeet meals and quarters: appear on alt 
boards, courts-martia! and surveys; and, as I am 
informed, do part of the duties of the adjutant 
himself. If this be so—but no, we will not push the 
soft impeach ment, for really the oppertunity ts too 
innoééntly offered. Besides. we may be wrong in 
not including walks to MW Creek Guard and to and 
from the Battery Quarters many times during the 
day as military exefvise. 

The remark on the Wisdom of using the obsolete 
ofdpance and the great advantage derived from 
{peir te reminds one of the “ debilitated cousin” im 
“Bleak House,” who thought that the hanging 
shot riot be postponed simply because they held) 
the wrétd man; for’, as be says, * better hang wrong 
fler than nd er.” 

Not for a monient is this blame for the lack of 
modern guns laid af #ny door but the rivht one; brs 
shoula not the langifage in speaking of this anti’ 

uated ordnance be less florid; in fact, milder; in 

; a definite condemnation of the whole outtit. 

Thé “small typical assortment of modern foreign 
ordnance,’ te be typical, should of course include a 
100-ton gun &f a eost of $400,000. Considering the 
difficulty of squeehpg $5,000 per annuum cut of the 
“Sundry Civil Bill,” the feasibility of the above 
sUfgestion will be seen immediately. 

Atte? & “ gradual developmest” of 20 years, which 
produced & programme “the best that cov’? be de: 
Fixed,” it is disheartening to hear that the “ institu’ 
tion af Whieh the latest information en artillery 
subjects Can be collected,” is limited to a“ review 
of the works ptibhshed io other countries.” which 
eoutem “very unsatisfactory statements.” The 
value of f archives, the knowledge of which is. 
disseminafed “throughout the corps.” will be ap 
preciated by eftitlerymen thirsting for informatiors. 
Two decades have fiot svstemalized this information 
“accumulated in cast quantities,” but be not dir- 
pairing, dear friends, “ the #ftempt bas been made 
and the work is being pursued of preparing text! 
books, indicating the outlines of tmportant im- 
provements in each subject of study and »ointing 
out, BY copious references, where the fullest and 
most authoritative published papers may be found 


for their full study. a 








SUCCESSFUL TRIAL OF THE CHICAGO. 


Tue principal naval event of recent date has 
been the suecessful completion of the long delayed 
steam trial of the steel cruiser Chicago. Starting: 
out on the morting of Dec. U5, in the midst of the 
rain and fog then prevailing. the vessel anchored in 
Hempstead Bay to await a more propitious sky apd 
to pat the finishing touches ‘o the preparations ne 
cessary for the importaul test to be imposed upon 
her machinery. 

Tbe morning of the 16th broke clear and cold, and 
getting underway shortly after 8 v'’clock A. M., the 
vessel was brought to the maximian’ speed, and st 
9.30 the word was given to begin the trial. From the 
first sy eeding up of the ponderous mach, "ery It was 
an assured fact that the trial was destined to demon- 
strate the ability of American designers “14 me- 
chantes to evolve and construct the most po Werful 
machinery required in our Navy. 

Ths: course was on Long Island Sound, three bo, 'T® 
in one direction and three hours in the opposh,’ 
direction. The vessel was controlled entirely by the 
steam steering gear, and was handled readily and 
easily by one man in the pilot tower on the forward 
bridge. The machinery was under theentire charge 
of Chiet Engineer Thomson and bis corps of assist- 
ants, and performed to the complete satisfaction of 
all concerned. Data, consisting of indicator di- 
agrams, steam vacuum, revolutions of engines, and 
other facts essential to a correct and thorough 
elaboration of the horse-power and efficiency of the 
engines, werr noted every 30 minutes, and upon the 
results so obtained the reports of Capt. H. B. Rob+- 
son, U. 8S. Navy, in command during the trial, and 
Chief Engineer J. W. Thomson, U. 8. Navy, have 
been based. Both of these officers have made very 
favorable reports, and from the mass of information 
submitted by the latter officer it appears that the 
machinery somewhat exceeded the requirements of 
the contract. 

The full-power trial continued, as has been op- 
served, for six consecutive bours,and during that 
period thespeed of the main engines was not allowed 
to slacken, neither did any circumstance occur 
necessitating any modification in the status quo in- 
augurated at the beginning of the trial. The wean 
spved of engines, as will be seen by the table here 
published, was not less thapv 69.3 per minute, devel- 
oping a mean indicated horse-power of 5,084. Max'- 
mum for one hour, 5.248. ‘ 

The amount of power assigned to the auxiliary 
machinery is regarded as rather below the actual 
conditions, but as the motive eugines succeeded so 
nearly in coming up to the combined requirements, 
this point is not looked upon as of great import- 
ance. The remarkable fact was brought out in this 
trial that a suffisiency of steam was generated by 
the boilers under the natural conditions, and resort 
to forced draughtand a closed fire-room was not bad. 

Taken altogether, a study of the tabie referred to 
demonstrates that the Navy possesses still one more 
ship worthy of the nation and quite well abreast of 
some of the requirements of a modern man-of-war, 
and it is probable that immediate orders will be 
given for the completion of the Chicago with a view 
to her being s ily commissioned for sea service. 
In fact, orders were received on Monday last to 
proceed at once to put ber spars on board. The sbip 
arrived at the Navy-yard on Saturday, Dec. 17, and 
is now lving at the Ordnance Dock, whereit is likely 
she will remain until some of the numerous veasels 
now at the Yard shall have taken their depurture. 
In conclusion, it is proper to add that the speed at- 
tained by the new cruiser was quite up to the anti- 
cipations of the Advisory » baving in view the 
fact that havine lain for nearly six months at the 
wharf in the Brooklyn Navy-yard her bottom was 
quite foul and covered with marine growths, 

The maximnom speed attained was 16.83 knot, 
equivalent to nearly 19 miles, while the mean for the 
six hours the trial continued was 15.1 knots, or 17 
miles per hour.

ing anchor, the steam capstan not working wel’, 
Tho reversing gear of the anchor engine was out of 
order, and is useless in its prevent condition.

RIFLE PRACTICE FOR THE NAVY. 
NAGASAKI, JAPAN, Oct. 23, 1887. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 


In perusing your valuable weekly ene is surprised 
at the accounts of the various Department and Divi 
sion competitions, and at the intense interest mani- 
fested by all classes, civilian and military men alike, 
in this branch of a soldier's education. By the eu- 
tire absence of like accounts from the Navy and 











Marine Corps it is evident that this most important 
part of an enlisted man’s instruction is either en- 
tirely neglected or performed ina perfunctory man- 
ner, the results ensuing not warranting publication, 
Tn these days of improved firearms this should not 
be. There is no plausibie reason why our gallant 
Navy. whose glorious deeds in the past are Soaekz 
graven ou every American heart, should be bebind 
hand in this importavt matter. 

it is pleaded ia extenuation of this apathy on the 
part of the Navy, that it is mmporsible to properly 
instruct the men on shipboard. Thisldeny. If the 
priaciples of rifle tiring can.be taught in the bar- 
rack room, this can also be taughton board asbip. As 
it now stands, the only instruction afforded is the 
manual, and, as a natural consequence, the men are 
as profoundly ignorant of even the nomenclature of 
the weapon they carry as a babe. The only way to 
overcome this is to exact a rigid adherenve to the 
rules and regulations laid down in the manual of 
rifle firmg supplied, but, Lam sorry to say, seldom 
‘used. ‘ coasiopally the theory thus learnt on ship- 


?| board can be put into practice on shore. Every 


station offers facilities for landing parties. These 
should occur as often as possible, and on landing, in- 
stead of having recourse to dress parade, or other 
ceremonial evolution, consuming the time that 
should be more advantageously employed, as is tco 
often the case at present, proceed at once to the 
more useful busivess in hand, i. é., the target. 

The men kvow enough of the ceremonial portion 
of tactics. What is now required is to teach them

What 1 would yeyn astep towards reform 
in this matter, is the detail of an energetic officer on 
board every ship in commission us [natructor of 
Musketry, to have sole charge of everything per- 
taining thereto, thus insuring uniform modes of in- 
struction. A school should also be established on 
board each vessel for non-commissioned and petty 
officers at which those under tuition would be taught 
the elementary principles of rifle firing, so as to en- 
able them to impart the knowledge thus gained to 
others under them. Lectures on this topic would, I 
am sure, be Jistened to with interest by the 
men. Gallery practice should be bad at least once a 
week, the additional ex incurred in provid- 
ing reloading outfits to the various vessels, being so 
smal] as to be hardiy considered, compared with the 
tesults to be obtained. Matches should be encour- 
aged between the different divisions on board, in 
unis way creating a spirit of rivalry, which would 
tend to good results. This branch of instruction 
should be made a recreation rather thana drill, 
everything compatible with the maintenance of dis- 
cipline being done to held the interest of the men, 
and induce preficievey. The bayonet, though con- 
sidered an obsolete weapon, is a valuable adjunct to 
target practice, the exercise with this weapon 
strengthening the armsand making the steady hold- 
ing of the piecein the position of aim more easy.

THE STATE TROOPS. 


FIELD MANGEUVRES OF MILITIA. 


In his annua) report Major-General Schofield, 
comiiandiiig the Division of the Atlantic, says: 


The United States have heretofore relied upon 
their geographical isolation, as well as upon their 
peaceful public policy, to exempt them from the 
necessity of preparation for war on a large scale. 
But tbat isolation bas practically ceased. The re- 
cent vast increase in the means of rapid ocean 
transportation bas changed the Aflantic from its 
former character of a barriet to the operations of a 
great army,iuto a secure, easy and cheap line of 
operation, of communication, and of supply for any 
natien baving the uecessary naval supremacy. 

A large army, supported by an adequate naval 
fleet, may now cross the ocean and land upon the 
Atlantic coast or northern frontier of the United 
States in afew days. The landing of such an army, 
so supported, could not be prevented. Heuce it 
would be necessary to meet it promptly with an 
adequate army in the fleld. If the organized militia 
of the States are to be relied upon mainly to meet 
such emergencies, it seems essential that those troops 
be prepared in all respects for such service. The 
preparation now most needed, next toa large in- 
crease of numbers, is probably practical instruction 
in field manceuvres on a large scale. {n view of the 
constitutional hmitation of the powers of Congress, 
avy effective measure totbisend would doubtless 
eT coucurrent action on the part of Congress 
and of t'e Legislatures of the several States whose 
troops were to take part in the mauceuvres, and it 
seems to me extrewely doubtful if such concurrent 
action could be relied upon to such exteut as to 
make the militia effective as an army iu the field. 
Even if this were accomplished, the present orran- 
ized force would be but a small fraction of the army 

uired to resistan invasion of the country bya 
great military power. Unless, therefore, the policy 
of the United States extends far beyond the training 
of the present wilitia forces, tne measure would 
prove to be whoily ipadequate and illusory. 

Whenever it is determined in this country to enter 
in earnest upon the work of preparation for the 
national defence, it will probably be found best to 
orgapize a national volunteer reserve under the 
general power of Congress “to raise aud support 
armies,” to be apportioned among the several States, 
to be brigaded with the regular troops, organized 
with them into divisions and army corps, and called 
out for field instruction annually, long enough to 
make the whole effective asan urmy. Such reserve 
should be several times larger than tbe present 
organized militia of the State. it should be con- 
trolled in all peepecte by the National Goverament, 
and it should given an amount of field in- 
struction which itseems impracticable to give to 
the militia of the several States. 

Uniform experienve bas shown tbat the militia 
called out,for a short period upon the outbreak of war 
must be replaced as speedily as possible by a nation- 
al force enlisted for a much longer period. But the 
conditions of modern warfare will hereafter sake 
such a substitution impossible. Now tbe results of 
war must bedetermined by the preparations made 
ia advance, simply because all nations except the 
United States are fully prepared in advance. It 
would be far too late to organize such ao army as 
that which was finally victorious at Appomattox if 
the opposing army wereat the outset what it became 
in 1862 or 1863. If the United States is ever compelled 
to engage in a foreign war it must meet at onve such 
an army as that of the Potomac or that of Nor’ hern 
Virginia became after a year or more of actual ser- 
vice. 7 preparation less effective than this would 
be ouly delusive, and hence worse than none. The 
Uni States should have at their command a vol- 
unteer reserve not less than three hundred thousand 
strong, fully organized and well disciplined, ready 
at all times for immediate service, and bound to 
serve for three years if required. 

The militia of the seacoast States may be made 
wucb more effective in a comparatively short period 
of instruction for service as an artillery reserve 
than as infantry or cavalry. This for the rearon 
that seacoast artillery do not need instruction io 
field manceuvres, and only asmall proportion of the 
men need to be marksmen, while of an army in the 
field every man should be a marksman, and all 
should be disciplined and drilled in the manceuvres 
of large bodies of troops. That is to say, while the 
small permanent force requires more complete and 
bigher scientific instruction in the artillery iban in 
the infantry-or cavalry, the great mass of seacoast 
artillery treops does not need so much 1ustruction as 
is requisite for large bodies of infantry, cavalry apd 
field artillery. For these reasons I would suggest that 
the militia of the States, with such instruction as 
can be given them, may be relied upon largely for 
the seacoast artillery reserve, while the reser: es for 
anarmy inthe field should be made a strictly na- 
tional force. 





A QUESTION OF TACTICS. 


A FEW weeks since a question was submitted to 
the ARMy aNnD Navy JouRNAL @mbodyin¢g. the fol- 
lowing point: A battalion marching in close coluwn, 
in changing direction, what is the length of step.of 
the man on the murching flank of each sub-division ? 
The question was carefully examined, and a curious 
contradiction in orders was discovered. 

The provisions of the tactics, as recommended for 
adoption by the Board after practical tests, were 

upon a maximum step of 28inches for vom- 
mon and quick time. and 33 inches for double time. 
It was also provided that in changing direction in 
column, at full distance, the pivot man should take 
a step of 9 inches, except when moving ip double 
time, when an 11-inch step was prescribed, aud that 
the radius of the arc described by the pivot man 
should be nearly equal to one-half the front of the 
sub-division. Thus it will be seen that the pivot 
wan would take astep, as nearly as possible, one-

step was increased to 50 aud the pivot man’s 
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step was increased to 10 inches, fer quick time. The 
necessity for preserving this proportion of one to 
three is apparent, since otherwise the men could 
not keep step or aligument during the wheel. 

But the tactics, par. 493, provided that when 
changing direction in close column, the pivot man 
should take a 14 inch step, and this was increased to 
15 inches by the order above mentioned. Otherwise 
the same principles as for column at full distance 
were to govern. Nochange in the length of the 
radius has ever been ordered. 

From this it follows that as the tactics read, and 
applying the orders from the War Department, the 
man on the marching flank is required to take a 
step, in quick time, of 45 inches, if he keeps step 
with the pivot man, aud if the alignment is main- 
tained. This is manifestly impossible, as a rule, and 
is, moreover, coutrary to the order fixing his step at 
39 inches. The tactics as they now read, and as they 
ure moditied by existing orders, enjoin a physical 
aud matbematical impossibility. 

Practically the point is of little importance, for 
when the wheel is properly executed the pivot man 
lengthens the radius sufficiently to avoid the diffi- 
culty. But tactics should be exact in their expres- 
sion, and certainly should not direct that which is 
1m possible.

NEWS FROM THE FOURTH BRIGADE.

In the issue of the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL of Nov.

On a cold biustering day in November, aftera fallof snow 
sufficient to whiten the ground, Frank went to one of the 
neighbors, who had hitherto loaned him shovels and hoes, 
and getting a few tools started off to the fort where he built 
bimself a bark but and stayed a week. A few days after his 
departure his father happeved to miss him. Asking a 
neighbor if he knew where Fraok had gone, and en receiv- 
ing a reply “Doc” shoved his quid totbe other side of bis 
mouth and said: “Wail, Ishould think the little devil’d 
freeze to death,” and that was all.

BIDDING FOR NAVAL SUPPLIES. 


Tue schedules for next year's Navy supplies will 
soon be ready for the printer. The arrangement of 
the items is being made by a New York business 
man. The clavsification of supplies will be made 
upon a purely bu-iness basis. The first schedules 
were so arranged that many mdders were prevented 
from bidding on an entire class, because one or more 
of the items were not keptia stock by them. The 
classes will be arranged to suit dealers. Hardware 
aud oil, for instanee, will not be included in the 
same class. Hardware will bein a class of its own, 
and other articles will beso classed. No bids wiil 
be accepted except on classes. I[t is therefure neces- 
sary that there should be euch an arrangement of 
the schedule that the items will not be too varied in 
the classes. 

With tue newly arranged schedule and appropria- 
tion for naval supplies, and not for separate 
bureaus, the pay officers are confident that the con- 
solidation system will work smoothly. At present 
much unnecessary work is required by the new sys- 
tem. The keeping of eight sets of books with only 
a few clerks of sufficient ability to do the work isa 
task of no mean magnitude. The Bureau of Pro- 
visions expevt to procure the services of some good 
ex-pay clerks, through the Civil Service Commis- 
on, and then the bureau will be in good working 
order. 


THE PART OF SMOKE IN WARFAKE. 


“ SMOKE will eopeneesy play an important part io 
the warfare of the future,”” says the dt. Jumes’s 
Gazette. “Last year at Milford Haven and this year 
in Langstone Harborit was artificially created in 
large quantities in order to form screens behind 
which attacking forces might, unobserved, ap- 
proach witbin range of forts and batteries. On each 
ocexusion rafts laden with combustibles were set on 
fire aud floated iato positions from which the wind 
carried the smoke ina more or leas dense cloud in 
tbe direction of the defence. On the other hand, 
ever since the introduction of modern ordnance and 
rapid rifle fire, 1t bas been felt that the b vol- 
umes of smoke which would be beiched forth dur- 
ing a battle of the present day would probably pre- 
vent the use of big guns to the best advantage. 
Smoke, in fact, may, according to circumstauces, 
either a great assistance ora grave impediment in 
warfare. The ideal state of thines is, of course, one 
in which the production of smoke shall be control- 
led.so that either a clear atmosphere ora clouded 
‘one, may, as nesd mv arise, be created around a 
pattery or shipin action. ‘This ideal bas now, to 
some extent, been attained. It 1s found that smoke, 
aaitissues from the muzzle of a heavy gun, can be 
atinost instantaneously precipitated b; means of a 
simple electrical apparatus. The invention is based 
upov the researches of Prof. Tyndall, Lord Ray- 
leigh and Prof. Lodgéin the action of electricity 
upon floating Gyst aud vapor, and it should be of 
considerable military value.”
